in Etowah County, Ala. Nelson 
was represented at the news 
conference by Gloria Allred, a 
New York lawyer who has 
championed victims of sexual 
harassment. 


“T tried fighting him off, while 
yelling at him to stop, but in- 
stead of stopping, he began 
squeezing my neck attempting 
to force my head onto his 
crotch,” Nelson said in a state- 


ment she issued at the news 
conference. She said Moore 
warned her that “no one will 
believe you” if she told anyone 
about the encounter in his car. 

Hours earlier, Sen. Mitch 
McConnell, the Republican 
leader, said Monday that Moore 
“should step aside” and that he 
believes the women who have 
accused Moore of sexual mis- 
conduct when they were teen- 
agers. 

“T believe the women, yes,” 
McConnell said at a news con- 
ference in Louisville, Ky. 

McConnell also said that 
encouraging a write-in candi- 
date to run in the Dec. 12 spe- 
cial election is “an option we’re 
looking at.” 

Sen. Cory Gardner of Col- 
orado, speaking in his role as 
chairman of the National Re- 
publican Senatorial Committee, 
said that if Moore wins the 
special election, he should be

Is climate 
change too 
big to fix 
through 
politics?

Meeting for annual climate 
talks, America’s political 
leaders are forcefully reit- 
erating their commitments to 
the landmark Paris climate 
accord, despite President 
Donald Trump’s dismissal of 
the pact as a threat to the 
nation’s economy and sover- 
eignty. 

Govs. Jerry Brown of Cali- 
fornia, Jay Inslee of Washing- 
ton and Kate Brown of Ore- 
gon - top officials of the West 
Coast’s “Blue Wall” - prom- 
ised in Bonn to fill the widen- 
ing gap left by the federal 
government’s retreat from 
the international stage. They 
were joined by mayors and 
members of Congress, busi- 
ness leaders and philanthro- 
pists in their calls for resolve. 

Yet as the world grapples 
with the challenge of convert- 
ing their ambitious pledges 
two years ago in Paris into 
actionable plans to decrease 
greenhouse gases, a more 
vexing question ask hangs 
over the conference: Can 
climate change be solved by 
politics, or is the existential 
threat too polarizing, distant 
and amorphous to tackle? 

“There is a lot of talk, but 
as I say it’s better than the 
opposite, which is no talk,” 
Brown said over the weekend 
at his hotel in Bonn. “It’s a 
torturous process because 
nobody’s in charge. It’s inde- 
pendent states and nations 
that have to coalesce behind 
policies that radically trans- 
form their economies. It’s 
almost unthinkable the mag- 
nitude of the challenge. And, 
yet, here we are.” 

Recent polling found the 
number of Americans who 
are “very” or “somewhat” 
wotried about global warming 
reached 61 percent, according 
to Yale University.
